‘The most important feature of the weather of the month was the continacd absence of 
rainfall in the easty partioularly in Assam and East Bengal, Silchar and Dhubri reciral 
6 and & inches, respeotively—in the former case considerably less than half the average and 
Sits latter about half, while in East Bengal there was an average defect of moro thas 
aan seiteT the other” divisions of the Province the fall for the month was between 1 snd 
F ineyee sn defect, exoopt in South-Weet Bengal, where very nearly the normal amount was 
Fecoived, and in Bihar, which was in slight excess, 

Showery weather was fairly continuous thronghout the month with no. well-marked 
periods of intense hont, exeopt in the western districts. Tn this reepect conditions were not 
Peri hose of last year in the same month, and the quantity of rainfall wae very sini 
even to the rather large defect in Bast Bengal. But the comparieon fails as regards Assn, 
frpart of which the rainfall was as much in excess as in the present yoor it has ben ix 
detect. 

‘The course usually followed by eyclonic storms in May when leaving the Bay is to ts 
north oF north-onst, £0 that the very slight disturbance of that kind during the most 
north oF Row was not exceptional. But the fact of its breaking up befire it reuchel fe 
viwat is a foature of some importance, and the more important ‘peoause a subsequent disturb- 
const ee yehaved inva similar manner. Tt is not unusual for cyclonic disturbances, on whieh 
te development of mousoon conditions is largely dependent, to sow similar peculiarities for 
months together, and in consequence of this Feature, the progross of the early disturbmes 
of the senson give a fairly reliable indication of the character of the early part of the 
monsoon season, if not of the date of ‘commencement, So far as can be gathered from 
reo evened since the beginning of May, the comparative absence of reinfell jn Assam 
tad the eastern parts of Bengal will not continue much longor. 

'AL the beginning of the month pressure and temperature both differod largely from the 
norm k Phe astually highest readings were reported from Assem, and thers was 0 large 
soe in Bengal Prover, 28 well as, though to a smaller extent, in other parts. ‘Temperature

Rainfall as usual in each 
Trovib@onees diminished, and fower showore fell during thoso days than at any othor part of 
ranth, After the depression became diffused, the moist winds from the Bay penotratod 
‘niand towards Assam, and on the 29th showery weather became goneral and falls were most 
saan the west of Bibar, It was owing to the general heary fall on the 20th that tho 
average rainfall in Bihar was, compared with the normal, heavier than in other divisions. 

‘Ferthe 27th to the 20th prossure was steadily rising at inland statious; and tho 
onery neather over the Prosince was due more to tho stoop gradiont from east to west, 
ae unblod the moist air following the previous disturbance to pass westward, than to a 
vit ramco of that disturbance. With the showery conditions temperature, which was several 
{ters above the normal, fell considerably, and during the last few days comparatively cool 
rather became general over the Province.” 

Prowure wos less settled than usual during the greater part of the month; but in the 
thence of any large disturbance which would be likely to cause low roadings of the 
lannvter for e considerable length of time, or any marked condition of the atmosphere over 
tn extended area, tho oscillations were of short duration and generally about the normal for 
te tine. Mean pressure for the month was, therefore, little different from the normal 

‘of the month as a whole and was generelly above. Excess was betwoen ‘01 and 02 
rch at most of the stations in Bengal Proper and Oriss, and practically normal in Bihar and 
Gioia Negpur. ‘There was a slightly steeper gradiont than usual from wost to east over tho 
att of the Bay, as the difference from the normal varied from excess of “03 inch in tho 
Ciuars to defect of -02 inch in the south of Burma, 

Temperature algo underwent considerable oscillations about the normal, the changes 
Weing due chiefly to tho ocourrenoe of looal thunderstorms with rain, exeopt in the eatly part 
ofthe mouth, when the low temperature was connected with more extended causes, very 
cool weather for the season being at that time provalont over a gront part of the Indian 
Jeoinsula. Maximum readings relatively to tho normal were on the whole higher thon 
ainimum, aa the former on an average for the month were in excoss in the north of the 
Provinee by moderate amounts, and normal or in slight excess in the south, while the latter 
vis normal or in slight defect. 


_ In Assam and East and North Bengal mean excess was between 1° and 1°5. In 
herve Chota Nagpur it was about half'a degree and in South-West Bengal and Orissa 
eas 








Eainfatt was below the normal in all divisions, except Bihar, where there was a small 
taste. ‘The doficieney increased towards the east or south-oast, the greatest difference being 
{Sinches in East: Bengal, which recoived 5°7 instead of the normal fall of 102 inches. 
to North Bengal, Orissa and Chota Nagpur tho average defect for the division was betwoen 
sui 2 iuches, and was comparatively greater in the two last. 
Poglltowers were, as has already beon stated, of frequent oceurrence in all parts of the 
‘oriuos, except Bihar, and the dificient rainfall for tho month as a whole is due to the

4, As to the mode of making the allotment, whether by divisions or by 
districts, there has been considerable divergence of opinion. It appears i 
Government, however, that the balance of advantage is decidedly in favour ci 
making it by divisions, It is doubtless possible that the Commissioner may 
experience some difficulty in effecting a fair apportionment and in satisfying 
the reasonable expectations of the various District, Boards that each will have 
its claims fairly weighed. But his difficulty would be as nothing compared 
with that which'the Provincial Government would experience if called upo 
to make an apportionment among 42 districts, possessing, as it docs, nothing 
like the intimate knowledge of local wants, local capabilities, and local | 
compensations which it is the duty of every Commissioner to possess, Ia 
this view the Lieutonant-Governor is confirmed by the report submitted by | 
Mr. Faulder, Commissioner of Burdwan, who is the principal opponent of the | 
system of divisional distribution, and ‘whose report exhibits so thorough a 
acquaintance with the “circumstances of his division as to justify the 
assurance that the apportionment could be-entrusted to no better authority 
than himself, If it were possible to inake the new assignments permanently 
‘or even for a term of years, there would be more to be said in favour 
allotting to each district its own proportionate share of the grant. But as we 
plainly pointed out in paragray tg of the circular, it is not within the power 
of the Local Government to make any ‘permanent alienation of any part of the 
Provincial reyenues.. The grants now made are made for this year only, an’ 
thovgh the Lieutenant-Governor will do “his best to renew them as the state 
of the Provincial finances may'admit, they must in no sense be looked upon s 
recurrent.

The sum provided in the budget for this purpose was Rs. 4,80,000, 
being “n roximately equal to 10 per cent. on the estimated yield of the 
Public Works Cess. he Lioutenant-Governor has decided to raise the 
total amount to 5 lakhs, allotting the additional sum to the backward divisions 
of Orissa and Chota Nagpur, where communications are not well developed 
and the need of railway rHeoder roads is greatest. Rather less than its propor- 
tionate share has been allotted in the Patna Division, which is well served by 
railways, and where, as Mr. Savage has shown in his valuable report, the 
District Funds are ordinarily prosperous. 

7. The grants must he actually made over to the District Boards 
concerned before the 81st March 1902, failing which they will lapse to Govern- 
nent. The annual reports on the working of District Boards should show the 
distribution of the grants, the works for which they were allotted, and the 
expenditure iecrtel oneach, The Lieutenant-Governor is confident that all 
Commissioners will accept the responsibility laid on them, and endeavour by 
careful consideration of the relative wants of each district and close scrutiny 
of the project put forward to ensure that the liberal measure of assistance 
now offered will bear its full fruit in the restoration and development of local 
communications, —~ 

In connection with the question of revaluation referred to in 
Paragraph 20 of the circular of July 1900, the statements received seem to show 
that the matter is one which has not always received the attention which 
its importance demands. In a number of districts it would seem as if the 
Provisions of the law which authorize periodical revaluation after five years had 

een made little use of, This impression may be erroneous, and it is also quite 
possible that a satisfactory explanation may be forthcoming in most cases. 
ut the information now available does not show whether the omission to 
revalue in-any particular district has been advised and deliberate, or merely 
nO.) tPathy and neglect. ‘The subject is receiving the further attention 
caf overnment, and the Board of Revenue have been asked to draft rules
